To the Editor of The News, 
Dear Sir— 

With your usual courtesy to corres- 
pondents, I would like to express an 
opinfon upon the city’s finances.and 
the actions of some Aldermen. Ac- 
cording to the printed reports of the 
Council meeting last week, the city 
is up against a stiff proposition, the 
Bank ‘having closed down upon us. 
The Commissioners, Hke sensible men, 
showed a way wut of the difficulty, 
but, instead of having the whole- 
hearted support of the Council, the 
three newest Aldermen, who were 
boosted last election as suitable men 
for future Mayors, did not endorse 
the recommendation laid before them, 
and thad no other scheme to present 
to the Council, except their old one 
of increased taxation. 

It will be fresh in your readers’ 
minds that when the present rate of 
65 mills was struck, instead of the 74 
and even 90 these new men advocated, 
there was a general feeling that. the 
limit had been reached, and that to 
so any higher would drive many 
people out of town. It is generally 
conceded that this is one, if not the 
worst, years financially that Red 
Deer has known, and few if any of 
our business men have made any 
profit on their transactions. It_is 
also common knowledge that almost 
every government and municipality 
is having to borrow money for current | 
expenditure, and re-bonding past is- 
sues of bonds and debentures, to re- 
lieve the present burden of taxation 
to bearable limits. And yet when the 
proposition is made that Red Deer 
adopt the same measures, Messrs. 
Gibson, Eline and Smith do not en- 
dorse it, but fall back on the old 
simple expedient of raising the taxa- 
tion to a point where few could meet 
it. iA very pertinent question at 
this time would be, have they paid 
their taxes, and when, or is it a 
repetition of last year’s tactics of 
Allermen dunning others instead of 
themselves? 

Ald. Gibson is In the enviable 
Position of holding down a_govern- 
ment job at no reduction of salary 
and paid out of the taxes of the peo- 
ple, and a few mills extra taxation 
won't be as heavy a drain on him as 
on the merchant, tradesmam and 
worthy men whose incomes have 
been cut, some of them to the vanish- 


ing point. It isn't forgotten that 
Ald. Gibson and Smith wantted to 
have taxes on the curling rink, in 


which they were interested, remitted; 
that would have eased their burden 
and increased the other fellow’s. 

If Red Deer is to remain on the 
map, the taxes next year will have 
to come down, and the present burden 
spread over a longer period of time; 
and if the present obstructionists are 
so obtuse as to be unable to recognize 
the world wide convitions existing 
ait present, and Hkely to continue for 
some time longer, the citizens will 
have to take a hand in the matter 
and show them they are not

AN ANGLE OF THE 
; CATTLE EMBARGO 


(Winnipeg Tribune) 
* Victory has been won in the matter 
of the British embargo on -importa- 
tion of Canadian cattle on the hoof, 
considering it as a political question. 
That {is to say, to all practical pur- 
poses ‘it has been won. Legislation 
in the parliament at Westminster. is 


\f still necessary to give formal effect 


to the vote of the House of Commons, 
last week, but there is now no doubt! 


: that it will be introduced and passed 


within a few months. Canada has 
been under an injustice in this matter 
for many years, and it is decidedly 
pleasing to know that it is to be re- 
moved. 

That is the political angle; but 
there is another, the practical side. 
Much better facilities for shipping 
‘live cattle to the British markets are 
essential if the full advantage of the 
opening of that market is to be real- 
ized by the catle producers. Cattle 
men who have tried within the last 
year to ship their stock to Britain 
could be cited as authority for the 
statement that within recent months 
they would have been able to make 
good profits, shipping their cattle 
over for slaughtering on arrival, if 
the marketing facilities had been rea- 
sonably good. But as conditions are, 
they say, the cost of .transportation, 
feed, care, and other services, eat up 
the whole value of the product. Many 
shippers have had experiences along 
this Hne that have led them to doubt 
whether the removal of the embargo 
ee | Aly means anything. to. them. 

The business of shipping cattle to 
‘an export market. {s complicated by 
many factors, quite as complex a mat- 
ter indeed as the business of mar- 
keting wheat. It is difficult for the 
layman to point out exactly where 
steps can be taken to control or regu- 
late. fit. Jt is important, however, 
that something should be done, as 
the livestock of the West are becom- 
{ng an increasingly important factor 
‘in its agricultural production year by 
year. The provincial and federal 
governments and the railways are co- 
operating in extensive measures to 
increase cattle production and im: 
prove the quality, of the product. 
The federal government has assumed 
control of the chief livestock mar. 
kets, and the provincial governments 
are interested in providing these mar- 
kets. 

The necessary thing, it would seem, 
is that the federal trade authorities 
should inquire thoroughly into the 
conditions under which the export 
business is carried on. If it is safe 
to leave the business entirely under 
private control, well and good. If 
government regulation {s necessary, 
it should be inaugurated. If govern- 
ment control of the whole business 
of marketing {s found essential, that 


has suffered grievously in the general 
price depression of agricultural prod- 
uce. In this country that was capped 
by the almost prohibitive customs 
duties imposed. by the United States 
under the Fordney emergency tariff. 
The opening of the British oe 
should prove a very great boon. 

is assuredly a duty of the Goternant 
to see that, whether by private or by 
public enterprise, fuJl facilities are 
afforded for taking full advantage of 
the new market. 

The cattle men have much to do, 
also, if the opening of the market ig 
to lead to regular trade. Such cattle 
as come into the Winnipeg stock: 
yards in car loadd day after day avil) 
not do for the Old Country market. 
Three and four-year-old steers, weigh-

Remove all droppings, litter and nest- 
ing material, scrape and sweep out 
every particle of dirt, and. give the 
house a thorough soaking with -:a 


good strong disinfectarft, forcing it’ 


by means of 2 spray pump into the 
cracks,’ Whether mites are known 
to be present or not, the roosting and 
nesting quarters should be treated 
weekly during the summer, since the 


mites breed very rapidly during . the. 


hot -weather. Ordinary coal oll will 
kill mites but as it evaporates quick: 
ly its effects-are not lasting. A good 
disinfectant mixture may be made by 
adding crude carbolic t0 the coal, oll, 
about a quart to a gallon of ‘the lat- 
ter, or by adding one‘of the coal tar 
disinfectants such as zenoleum _or 
phenoline. 

The reader will readily.see how de- 
sirable it isto have-all nests,. roogts, 
and dropping boards made movable 
to facilitate cleaning and disinfecting 
operations.

It is strongly advised 
to eave severely~ alone all kinds 
about which there ts any uncertainty, 
Many mushrooms are nauseating to 
some persons, but prove harmless ‘to 
others, while many are edible: but 
of poor flavor, or too small to be of 
any use, .° i 
Unfortunately, popular works on 
fung! are ‘not common, but. several 
reliable works are available to ‘the 
student ‘who wishes. to acquaint. him- 
self with the subject, as for instance:

The Fly Agaric (Amanita muscar- 
fa). This is a very conspicuous 
mushroom, not resembling any other 
variety in the - whole | nange _ of 
mushrooms. The cap is lange, from 
4 to 6 inches, rounded at first, then’ 
nearly plane; surface, -when. -fresh,' 
slightly viscid. Its. colouris subject 
to great variations, ranging from 
orange-red to yellow or almost white,, 
the yellow colour being more com- 
mon. The margin of cap in mature’ 
plants .{s marked: with radfating lin- 
es or markings. The surface is cover- 
ed with thick, angular, persistent 
scales,,and easily removed;. flesh 
white. The gills are free, .but reach- 
ing the stem. Colour white, rarely’ 
becoming yellow. ‘Stem 4to8 inches: 
long, shining white or pale yellowish, 
becoming hollow; enlarged at the 
base into a conspicuous bulb, marked: 
by prominent, concentric, irregular 
rings. There ‘ie a ring or collar on 
the stem, very soft, large, white. The 
Fly Amanita is easily identified on’ 
account ,of its. scaly. cap, brilliantly 
coloured; ‘large’ ‘ring, ‘and “bulbous: 
ringed base. It occurs along road: 
sides, wood-margins and open woods, 
generally from June till frost. } 

The other’ deadly plant, Anianita 
phalloides, or Death Cup, is 3 to 4 
inches broad, commonly shining white: 
or yellowish, but may be grey or: 
brown, olive to.amber. ‘ It is viscid: 
when, moist, smooth, oval, and finally; 
extended the. margin. is even, 
marked; flesh -white, not -objection- 
able to taste, gills free from stem, 
largest at the middle, white. The 
stem is 3 to 5 inches long, generally: 
hollow, white. The base of the-stem 
is Inserted in a semi-free, white, cup-: 
Shaped covering called a volva. It 
is a common occurrence from July to; 
October, in wods, groves, and along 
borders of woods. It resembles some-' 
what the common field mushroom, but 
a slight examination will disclose in 
the field mushroom fhe dark coloured 
gills and the absence of the cup at! 
the base of the stem. A Phalloides ig 


is responsible for most of the deaths’ 
resulting from eating mushrooms.| 
Ten to fifteen hours may ‘elapse be- 
fore symptoms of poisoning may ap- 
pear. No antidote has been found. 


]A safe rule is to avoid eating all 


mushrooms having white gills, a 
ring on the stem, and a volva at the 


base of stem, combined in. the same 
plant.

Even the Advocate does 
not appear to enjoy the situation, but

We are not surprised that the ex- 
pressions of appreciation have come 
as freely from formerly ardent sup- 
porters of the government party as 
from those who were its critics.

$ To many people, the question does 
not appear to cause very much con- 
cern. It means something to the 
hard working head of a family who is 
doing his level best to make ends 
meet, to find that his hopes have 
been dashed to the ground, and the 
boy or girl, as the case may be, has 
failed to measure up to the test, and 
‘must spend another year in doing the 
work that should have been completed 
in one year. ; 
- The most serious aspect of the 
question is the fact that ‘there ap- 
pears to be a lack of appreciation of 
the {mportance of the work in hand, 
Do the boys and girls of today reat- 
ize that the successful passing of an 
examination 1s a victory which is 
* worthy of their best efforts, and that 
it is not merely an incident of minor 
importance in their Hives. In alto- 
gether too many cases there is a4 
‘ackadaisical attitude on the part of 
the young people which, if continued 
throughout their lives, will consign 
them to the ranks of the inefficient 
and the incompetent. 

Parents and teachers alike owe a 
duty to humanity in {impressing on 
the rising generation that Ife {fs a 
real conquest, and that only the 
competent can survive in the battle 
of life. An examination is a chal- 
lenge to a normal boy or girl. ‘The 

ia Teally red blooded {ndividual will ex- 
ert every possible effort to conquer 
and win. 

The tendency of the present day is 
fo get away entirely from the idea of 
apprenticeship. Men are presuming 
to pose as mechanics with practically 
no training or experience as a quali. 
fication. Boys and girls are small 

* men and women, and reflect to a 
large degree the atmosphere in which 
they live.

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SMALL’ TOWN LIFE 


(Vernon News). 

The census figures of small ‘towns 
in Canada reveal a high ‘average of 
wealth, taxes that compare in: ratio 
with those in large communities, and 
general good economic — standing. 
One fifteenth of Canada’s ‘population 
is housed in villages and towns of 
from one to three thousand, yet ‘the 


general disposition is to regard these 
little communities of small account. 
They may be county towns, township 
centres, railroad points or just agri- 
cultural marketing and . distributing 
centres. But they are an important: 
part of the country’s general’ econ- 
omic life and need only adequate 


Jocal leadership to make them much 


richer in color and Hfe,. and more 
prosperous, says The Toronto Mail 
and Empire. 

In the 280 towns of between one and 
three ‘thousand population there is 
taxable property. assessed: at $227,- 
000,000. The average, per. capita,. is 
$541. “The real value-may be ‘put at 
twice that much, or half a billion 
dollars. These small communities 
have wealth, relatively speaking, but 


how often do the. young people]: 


migrate to the lharger.cities as soon 
as they can leave a home! Ontario 
has countless towns which the young 
people term “dead.” Girls in them 
complain there are no nice young 
men—these have flown to places of 
more business opportunity. Small 
town life often is monotonous be- 
cause of petty jealousies and cliques 
that prevent co-operation in the cre- 
ation of amusements. How many of 
theSe towns have libraries, suitable 
ninks, tennis courts, a recreation field 
fitted up, a community dancing hall, 
a literary soolety, or other aid to 
youthful, enjoyment. In a small town 
land Is cheap, and buildings easy to 
obtain. But leadership in the cre- 
ation of clubs, societies,. or associ- 
ations is too often the great lack. 
Community leadership is the great 
need of semi-rural Canada. 

The motor car has been of im- 
mense help in allaying the unrest 
of small town youth. Sponting events 
and socal attractions in neighboring 
towns become accessible. But when 
the motor car so much aids transit, 
the obligation on community leaders 
to create fresh soolal events is in- 
creased. If the fathers and mothers 
of these small tawns, whom the cen- 
sus shows to be financially able to 
create oportunities of social énjoy- 
ment, would pay more attention to 
the desires of youth, they would find 
a much stronger disposition by the 
boys and girls to stay at home, in- 
stead of rushing, at first chance, to 
Se supposedly gayer life of the large 
city. . ° 


78TH BATTERY IN CAMP! . 


The firing detachments left on the 
4.35 a.m. train on. Sunday, July 30th. 
A Colonist car was spotted opposite 
the freight sheds to enable ithose who 
wished to do so to sleep on board. 
On arrival at Calgary the Battery 
was fMhet by Major Harris, transport 
and supply officer, who had arranged 
for breakfast in the dining car. Af: 
ter a good breakfast, kits were load- 
ed on a truck, which also took eight 
men. The remainder of the detach- 
ments boarded a street car and went 
as far as the end of the track, then 
from there they marched to Sarcee 
Camp. Tents were already pitched, 
blankets were drawn, and the Bat- 
tery started at once on the schedule 
which had_been laid down for them. 
All thea gunlayers passed ithe tests, 
six won money prizes and badges for 
gunlaying, two won badges only. Two 
signallers won: prizes and qualified: 
for badges and higher rate of pay. 
Officers and battery staff were kept 
busy at lectures, equitation, and bat- 
tery drill, until Wednesday, when the 
preliminary firing for the competitions 
took place, and the whole of the 
Battery personnel wera engaged. 
Fire discipline was good, the target 
was quickly bracketed and effective 
fire brought to bear. The moving 
target did not prove difficult; keen 
eyes were on the Jookout, and ‘the 
Moment it appeared a shell landed 
alongside {it and obscured it for an 
instant. Another shell went right 
through it from No. 1 gun, Sergt. 
Bearcheti’s, the only direct hit ob- 
tained up to then by any battery. Fhe 
Dboys enjoyed this phase of | the 
training, and were surprised pt the 
accuracy of the guns. In the com: 
petitive firing a more difficult scheme 
was carried out, visibility was bad, 
which {interfered with ranging, the 
bursts blended with the smoke from 
forest fires, and the shooting was 
not so good as on the first day, 
Hffectives were obtained on the moy- 
ing target, which moved at the rate 
of from 6 to 8 miles per hour, ap- 
pearing suddenly from some dense 
bush, and alternately disappeared and 
appeared during its run. Phe battery 
left Sarcee Camp on Friday after. 
noon,.@ sleeper was proyided at Cal- 
gary, and the “Gunners”  prpiyed 
home about § o'clock on Saturday 
morning, after a very pleasant and

DR, BELL LAID IN HIS” 
LAST RESTING PLACE 


Mist Hangs Over Crag as Inventor's 
Body Lowered Into Rocky Grave. 


‘Baddeck, Cape Breton, August 5.— 
Dying .with his thoughts devoted to 
love of his home Mfe and to the con- 
tinuance of ‘his scientific works, Dr. 
Alexander Graham Bell was buried 
Friday evening on a mountain peak 
that commands a view of the broad 
acres of his Cape Breton estate and 
away to the southeast and west across 
the waters of Bras d’Or scenes of his 
struggles and triumphs and his hap- 
Pilest days. 

The grave was hewn out of almost 
solid rock at the foot of a fir tree and 
directly beneath the apex of the giant 
cathedral tower that has meant 80 
much to him in his scientific studies, 
His face is toward the west, because 
{t was there when the sun went down 
that he found most comfort in the 
Panorama of his estate. Mists hung 
over the crag about the Bras d’Or 
throughout the morning and a gentle 
rain was falling ‘until noon time, 
when skies began to clear, . Then ‘the 
long lines of villagers, left at ~ the 
estate pler by the lake steamer Blue- 
hill from Baddeck, began ‘to wend 
their way up the mountain side,

DEPARTMENTAL EXAMS. 


‘Principal Locke spoke on the re- 
sults of the recent Departmental ex- 
aminations, as the result of which 
oniy about 50 percent. of the students 
in Grades XI. and XTi. had passed, 
and many of these conditioned. 

Mr. Locke is satisfied that the De- 
partment {s demanding a higher stan- 
dard now as evidenced by the sub- 
stantial percentage of fallures in all 
the high schools of the province. 

The results in Red Deer are paftly. 
due to the more or less disorganized 
state of the school and so many 
changes {n the teaching staff. The 
Inspector had considered this to be 
a severe handicap, particularly the 
inadequate accommodation and equip- 
ment for High School work. 

The failures were mostly on aver- 
ages, with composition, literature and 
history causing the downfall of 
many. In these subjects, there had 
been four changes of teachers in two 
years. The changes of course ‘can- 
not be overcome until Red Deer is 
prepared to pay salarles equal to 
such places as Calgary and Edmon- 
ton. 

There had been a large percentage 
of failures among town pupils. Mr. 
Locke was {nclined to think that the 
pupils had been coddled too much in 
the lower grades and promoted too 
easily. Pupils are not eeized with 
the importance of getting their work 
up so that they can pass the tests. 

IMr. Locke criticized the regula- 
tions which allow all schools teach- 
ing Grade IX. work to promote to 
Grade X. without examination. He 
was afraid that this would load up 
the higher grades with pupils who 
were not qualified to cover the work 
in hand. 

Mr. Locké concluded by stating 
emphatically that he would not pro- 
mote any Grade X. or Grade IX.. pup- 
ils that had not passed the exnms,

Animals, like children, are moody 
creatures and express thelr moods in 
various ways. Cats frequently’ open- 
ly sulk or go panicky when a camera 
appears, even if held in the hands of 
the_owner of the animal. I can 
safely say that in five years’ experi- |) 
ence in animal photography, I have 
spoiled more films on cats than on 
any other subject—wild or domestic. 

Most dogs are good subjects, and\| * 
some apparently delight in’ posing, 
but last summer I found one that did 
not. For several years the owner of 
this pointer, “Spot,” had-tried in num- 
erous ways to get a_good picture, but 
all photographers had the same luck. 
Spot would sulk and look - sick ' or 
turn, his head away with a bored ex-, 


pression, which made a picture worth- J; 


less. When I. agreed to try my 
hand, I first took time to get on 
chummy terms with his dogship. He 
is a fine chap, with a down-cellarish. 
bark, which terrorizes strangers, and 
is a valuable watch4log and attends 
very strictly to guarding. the . dock 
owned by his master. 

We became fast friends, but if I 
Chanced to bring a camera in sight, |, 
down would go his tnil, and he would 
look as if he had lost all interest in 
life and was utterly forlorn. Then 
I found a thing‘in which lie ‘never 
lost interest—cats, That ‘gave me 
the idea of. using my. knowledge of 
his weakness to make him. forget 
himself before tiie camera.’ As he 
lay on the dock one day guarding a 
basket and umbrella, I focused on 
him, but he saw me and turned ‘his 
head away. 'Then, with everything 
all set, I suddenly meowed like a cat. 
The surprise was too much for him, 
and he forgot the camera for a see: 
ond, and I caught the alert, interested 
expression. 

The best results in animal photog- 
raphy are obtained by catching the 
subject off guard,.and in a high, but 
not glaring, light.
